Coin Collecting in the Early 21 st Century 
By Tom Kays 


Coin Books - Conventional wisdom says “buy the book before buying the 
coin.” This is still sound advice. Coin reference books that help in 
collecting United States coins have been in print for over 150 years. One 
of the first that systematized masses of hard currency and money of the 
aborigines, colonial, state, and United States coins, one of the first to include 
‘fac-simile’ plates in illustration, was The American Numismatical Manual 
by Montroville Wilson Dickeson, M.D., published in Philadelphia in 1859. 
Dr. Dickeson was a physician, chemist, natural scientist, fossil hunter, bone 
collector, archeologist, antiquarian, self-promoter, and showman in the 
golden age of P.T. Barnum.

On expedition to the wild (mid) west, Dickeson dug up and studied 
American aboriginal burial mounds along the Mississippi in the 1830s - 
1840s amassing thousands of artifacts. He commissioned John Egan to paint 
a huge and fanciful, sectional panorama of the aborigines at work building 
the mounds as Dickeson dreamed it. Armed with caseloads of fossils, 
artifacts, and field notes “Professor” Dickeson returned to the east in 1848 to 
battle cholera epidemics by day as a physician, and to lecture on the lives of 
the American aborigines, evenings. His jammed artifact displays remained 
popular through the Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia. With regard to 
the study of American numismatics, Dickeson was the source of several 
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historic medals (e.g. “Preservando Medal” HK-863, circa 1860) and is 
credited with coining the term “Booby Head” as applied to about half the 
population of 1839-dated US large cents that he found whimsical in 
physiognomy. Dickeson writes in dedication to the People of the American 
Union of 1859: 

1 endeavored to rescue from the graves of modern antiquity those 
original, and in many cases, rude representatives of value, which to 
the early colonists and their successors for many years, possessed 
an importance in developing, conducting, and advancing their 
agricultural industry, trade, and commerce, equal in magnitude and 
purpose, relatively, with the more extended and perfect appliances 
of the present day. Contrasting the coinage of our infant colonies 
with that of the present time; their struggles against kingly 
prerogative for its existence, with the undisturbed authority of the 
people over the same subject now, is an instructive commentary 
relative to their triumphs and our progress as freemen since, which 
is calculated to excite our wonder and induce our gratitude. 

Geared for the coin collector, the types and varieties of coins were first 
presented in an organized, illustrated, catalog fashion with tables, 
identification aids and pre-photographic image plates to see, as well as be 
told in words about the minute differences coin varieties could take. For 
completeness he included US Mint patterns, regular issues, and colonial 
tokens ready for quick identification along with mintage totals, a degree of 
rarity (index), and variety counts, inviting further inquiry and numismatic 
study. Original copies from 1859 are difficult to obtain and show on the 
front cover, stamped in gold, the obverse and reverse design of those new 
“double eagle” coins his first readers would have heard about, but probably 
would not have wealth enough in one place to form a firsthand 
acquaintance. 

Coin Books Online - Jump ahead to today and you’ll find an electronic 
copy of Dickeson’s book available for free, online, at the Newman 
Numismatic Portal (NNP), a special non-profit venture by Washington 
University in Saint Louis, in conjunction with the Eric P. Newman 
Numismatic Education Society. The project seeks nothing less than 
universal numismatic knowledge, to digitize, index and make available rare, 
primary and comprehensive resources for numismatic research and reference 
to all. See the mobile friendly website: newmannumismaticportal.com . 
Len Augsburger is the Project Coordinator who is looking to borrow (and 
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quickly return) rare numismatic works, hand written manuscripts, specialist 
papers, notes, drawings, large format catalogs, and otherwise inaccessible 
documents (perhaps squirrelled away in your own coin library?) to be 
professionally digitized, rendered searchable, archived, backed-up, and 
shared without charge. Visit the web site to find book summaries including 
this “discovery” information about the Dickeson work: 

One often thinks of the “Red book” as the first standard guide, but 
Dickeson is the true eye opener. Here is the “straw man , ” the first 
attempt at a comprehensive overview of American coinage. While 
the plates look like play money and technical errors abound (for 
example the 1797 half dollar is unlisted), Dickeson represents a 
necessary stepping stone in American numismatic scholarship. An 
accumulative science by definition evolves, and Dickeson could 
have done much worse as he drew upon the few written sources 
along with personal contacts in the nascent numismatic community. 
The result was the first comprehensive, illustrated view of 
aboriginal, colonial, federal, pattern and territorial coinage. 
While modem guides are far more accurate (and affordable), they 
do not convey the wonder of birth that one senses in Dickeson. 
Voted #70 of the top one hundred items of numismatic literature by 
the Numismatic Bibliomania Society. 

Coin Collecting Sources on the Internet/Web - Access to news, views, 
images, groups, and fluid information not yet published in paper periodicals 
or books make up a growing portion of the coin collecting hobby’s 
information landscape in the 21 st century. The list of the top one hundred 
items of (United States) numismatic literature mentioned above, is available 
from the Numismatic Bibliomania Society at: www.coinbooks.org which 
directs you to a “wiki” that organizes the Top 100 by topic along with links 
and page-by-page views. Items may be single books or entire runs of 
journals or periodicals. The NBS electronic blog “E-Sylum,” an award 
winning newsblog of all things numismatic, is compiled by Wayne Homren 
each week, and provides tens of thousands of searchable “news” items about 
coins with fully searchable archives including featured website links. 

See: http://www.coinbooks.org/club_nbs_esylum_archive.html 

As you move away from professionally-edited and fact-checked material 
into user-posted sites, recognize the potential for misinformation grows. 
Wide access to multiple independent sources will help reduce any 
uncertainty in the validity of claims about coins. Coin sales information 
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(active and closed) obtained by surfing “eBay” (established in the previous 
millennium (1998)) needs no introduction. Nor does “YouTube” I hope, 
with which I assume you are well familiar. Search for YouTube 
numismatic content on your computer, handheld device or “Apple TV” to 
find videos and serial episodes by motivated numismatic providers 
associated with recent coin events, interviews with prolific collectors, and 
casual display of coin collections, along with further unmoderated content. 
Use Google search or other search engines like “Duckduckgo” to find 
numismatic web content by text searches. Image searches on “Google 
Image” will find coin pictures pulled from a staggering array of sources, 
some worthy of a second look. Of course this is passive activity that 
requires the user to keep asking questions and searching for specific answers 
from among a bewildering array of responses. Have you run out of questions? 
Look for digital access to online auction houses, Third Party Grading (TPG) 
services and their known population reports, and online do-it-yourself 
photo-grade tools. Use virtual cameras and photo processing or video 
development “apps” on your smart phone to capture, archive, and carry with 
you digital images of your collection and sophisticated image capture tools 
that allow you to photograph coins and documents with ease. Become 
acquainted with the growing online access to formerly scarce back issues of 
periodicals such as ANA’s The Numismatist, and Coin Dealer Newsletter 
(CDN) prices via their publishing blog (blog.greysheet.com). Coming 
soon: coin image recognition search tools such as the new service from 
“Ex-Numis,” which will match your unknown coin’s image to all that have 
sold at auction (as pictured in any and every auction catalog) at any time in 
the past, to quickly validate pedigree and recapture lost provenance. 

Virtual Coin Collecting Communities - Within Facebook, search for the 
term “numismatic” and view all posts for a mash-up of useful information 
from the American Numismatic Association, Coin Week, Krause 
Publications, Third Party Grading Services (TPGs) and the VNA, and the 
Shenandoah Valley Coin Club who maintain a presence on Facebook. Check 
out numismatic content on Instagram, Twitter, Amazon, CNG-Mobile, and 
the “App Store” for useful tools and numismatic themed services. Facebook 
“Groups” acts as simultaneous subscription gateways to private web logs 
(blogs) such as the Australian Coin Collecting Blog that will pop up. You 
may send a “friend request to join,” subject to the moderator’s approval, to 
better focus your screen time into current discussion with specialty groups, 
each with their own community themes, rules, and values, that may coincide 
with your collecting goals. Outside of Facebook, long established, virtual 
coin collecting communities exist on the Internet including the Coin 
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Community Forum (CCF), a moderated and vast meeting place for coin 
collectors which hosts trades and sales for valued members. Participation 
in discussion with meaningful posts accumulate “value.” CCF member sales 
on eBay arc highlighted with live links to current coins for sale. As always 
search the discussion archives for topics that interest you and revive old 
discussion threads with new life, new comments, new topics. What is on 
your mind right now? 

Social Media with Coin Collecting Interest - On the Internet sign up for 
free REDDIT access (Google search “reddit”) and again fine tune for 
numismatic content. Reddit hosts ephemeral discussion subgroups 
(SUBREDDITS) each living and dying in real time, based on popularity and 
participation. SUBREDDITs offer virtual coin clubs, places for new and 
experienced coin collectors and numismatists to gather in cyberspace. 
Your connection with like-minded individuals interested in coins is now 
virtually limitless, on right now, or any time you may wish to communicate 
with other collectors. You only need most any mobile device to participate. 
These folks on social media may ask and find answers to coin questions you 
would never think to ask. No need to wonder where the young 
numismatists are that will carry on this hobby. They are discussing coins 
right now, in virtual friendships, based on instant and continuous access, 
open to discovery, and seeking continued relevance to what is on their 
collective mind. You have to meet them where they live in cyberspace. 
Under the SUBREDDIT “Ask Me Anything (AMA),” individuals offering 
unique life experiences are willing to talk to everyone willing to ask them a 
question, and to carry on a conversation. A numismatist who researches, 
studies, and collects old coins and paper money recently volunteered to 
respond to questions in the SUBREDDIT AMA. A typical question: 
“We see coins that are hundreds of years old, maybe thousands. They have 
the busts of leaders and art on them. Flow was this done before the age of 
machines?” 

You know, Dr. Dickeson answered that question quite well, back closer to 
the dawn of the machine age. Everything that goes around comes around. 
Consider joining the coin collecting hobby in this new millennium using 
social media on a mobile device. Engage us with your enthusiasm, amaze 
us with your knowledge/wisdom, and take paid in one of the specialty coin 
collecting communities of the “early” 21 st century. You realize all this 
capability is already here today, that we have only looked back at recent 
information technology, not forward. Millennials may not believe your wild 
tales about collecting coins in the 20 th century before iPhones, before 
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Internet, before PCs. I remember taking foil impressions of large cents using 
notary embossers covered in rubber sheets and encapsulating the foil in 
plastic holders to share and preserve variety details back before digital 
photography. With 85 years to go in the 21 st century what might we yet 
find meaningful with regard to “immediate and universal” numismatic 
information access with most every collector linked through social media in 
the future? We’ll soon find out, ready or not.
